Frankfort, Ky. — (Special.) — The 
county unit extiuislon bill la dead, 
sod there Is now no chance of any 
•ne of the btlla hecKiming a law at 
this sestlou of the legislature, but the 
friends of the measure keep on flght- 
Tng jiit-t the same. The senate has 
Indefinitely postponed two counly unit 
bills already, but a third one was in- 
troduced on Thursday, and every ef- 
fort w ill be made to get It to a vote. 
On the same day an attempt was 
made to get a vote on the same kind 
•f a bill In the house, but it failed 
because two-thirds did not vote to 
take the bill up out of iti regular or- 
der. There seems to be no < arthly 
chance to get the measure through 
the house before some lime next 
seek at tli« earliest, and by that time 
the rule* of the senate places every- 
Jhing under oontrol of the rules com- 
mittee of th.it liody and no bill can 
ie culled up for passage except by 
consent of that coniniltlet-. That com- 
mltte«> is oppusi-d to any county unit 
hill hy an almust ununlmoiis vote, and 
will therefore always prevent It from 
coming up. 

\ number of serious charges have 
keen made in connection with this 
bill or bills, especially against several 
ef the senators who have been voting 
against it. Is is charged that pledges 
a'ere signed to the effect that cer- 
•afn senators would support the meas- 
are wnenever It came up, and they 
kave not dom* so. On the other hand. 
It it atated as a fact that in two or 
mere insi Slices, at least, the said sen- 
sors adni. they signed the pledge, 
but did so on the condition that the 
members of tbe Anti-Saloon league 
tn their districts would use their In- 
fluence Slid vote for the election of 
the said senalois. Then It Is further 
wtat«-d that after these pledges had 
been signed, the Anti-Saloon league 
Biembers In flioso districts voted and 
worked against the said senatora. and 
for that reason they do not feel hound 
to keep a pledge or contract that waa 
first broken by tbe other party to the 
contract. How true this It can not 
be ascertained, but It shows there are 
Iwo aides to the matter. 



i But the lateat Democratic pro- 
' nouncement is of peculiar Interest. 
I even If It Ie not true. For the last few 
days a paragraph baa been going tbe 
rounds of the Democratic press, and 
Anally got Into a Democratic speech 
In congress, that Bibles are to cost 
more after March 1 because of tbe 
new tariff on leather and paper. A 
large Bible publishing bouse is quoted 
as saying: 

“Bibles are now about twenty per 
cenL higher than they have ever 
been before. The materials have gone 
up so high In price on account of the 
tariff that we cannot afford to sell our 
output at prices now listed.” 

Well, It Is a very simple matter to 
get at tbe truth or falsity of this 
statement. The new tariff provides a 
lower rate of duty on paper suitable 
for printing newspapers and books, 
except In the highest grades of paper, 
on which the duty Is tbe same aa in 
tbe Uriff acts of 1897 and 1894, and 
lower than In tbe acU of 1890 and 
1883. The new tariff makes the duty 
on all kinds of leather suitable for 
bookbinding 25 per cent, lower, and 
on skin for morocco tanned but not 
finished 60 per cent, lower than the 
tariff acta of 1897, 1894, 1890 and 1883. 
And further. It is not claimed that 
the labor cost In tbe making of Bibles 
has been Increased since tbe passage 
of the new act. 

Another sort of misrepresentation 
that seems to be very popular Is tbe 
alleged polls that have been made by 
certain magazinea and newapapera in 
their effort to discredit Mr. Taft and 
hla administration and tbe new tariff 
law. The latest of these Is a poll of 
editors of certain atatea, a large ma- 
jority of whom it la claimed have re- 
plied that they are dIasatlsOed with 
the new tariff and with the adminis- 
tration of Mr. Taft. Since this poll 
was announced ceturni have been 
coming in which give another side to 
tbe situation. In one congressional 
dlstrlcL for instance, the editors are 
represented as being about two to 
one against the action of tbe speaker 
and tbe president In indorsing tbe 
tariff law. When the truth Is fer- 
reted out It Is found that only one, or 
at tbe most two, of tbe papers in this 
district so replied, and Individual let- 
ters from editors are pouring into 
Washington sUtIng that tbe poll is 
grossly In error and that it does not 
reffect by any means tbe views of the 
Republican editors of the states so 
polled. 

Other Falsehood Campaigns. 

There have been previous Instances 
where attempts have been made to 
win elections by means of misrepre- 
sentation and falaehood. One or two 
of tbeae attempta bava been aucceaa- 
ful. Polk and Dallaa undoubtedly 
would not have been elected In 1846 
had not the Demoermta playad a very 
false game by announcing one policy 
In one part of tbe country and tbe 
opposlU policy In another part of tbe 
counBy. The election o>f Grover 
Cleveland would not bare been pos- 
sible In 1892 had not the Democrats 
spread false Information and appealed 
to the voters by means of misrepre- 
sentation. 

It la well then that tbs campaign of 
1910, which la evidently to be a cam- 
paign of misrepresentation on tbe part 
of tbe Democratic leaders and Demo- 
cratic press, baa begun early enough 
for the Republican laaderi to correct 
tbe falaebooda which are being spread 
and to place before the people of the 
country the truth regarding the tariff 
and regarding the policy of tbe ad- 
mlnlatratlon and the party.

appeared In the press that there has 
been a heavy Increase in the price 
of hosiery; such Is not the case, and 
the consumer is to-day getting better 
value for hla money than ever before, 
notwithstanding tbe very heavy in- 
crease In the price of yarn. 

Official statistics prove that since 
the Payne law went Into force the 
value (duty paid) of German hosiery 
which reaches tbe consumer at 25 
cents per pair, has been about 14.9 
cents per pair, which makes It abso- 
lutely impossible for the American 
manufacturer to raise prices, and the 
same ratio has been maintained on 
all other grades of hosiery. 

The average value of German hos- 
iery (duty paid) has fallen from 12.27 
per dozen pairs In the first half of 

1908, to about $2.10 per dosen pairs 
In the quarter ending September 30, 

1909. 

StatemenU that there has been or 
there Is going to be an Increase In 
the price of hoelery misleads the con- 
sumer and creates a feeling of dis- 
satisfaction among hosiery operatives. 

A statement appeared not long ago 
In a prominent daily paper that the 
American manufacturers of hosiery 
had Increased prices 50 per cent 
within a year and were about to make 
a further Inereaae of 25 per cenL, 
which Is absolutely Impossible when 
the reduced price at which German 
hosiery Is Imported Is taken Into con- 
sideration.

In dlHciusliig the bond Issue bill In 
the B4*nate. much was said about the 
amount of nioni*y paid out for schoola 
by (he state every year, and some as- 
tound in g facts were developed. Ken- 
tucky pays out her money for educa 
tioii on the per capita plan, that It, 
so much for each school child en- 
rull<‘d. Over $3,000,000 are thus paid 
out every year in this state, and It 
was stated as a fact that the per cap- 
ita paid by this rftate is larger than 
that paid hy the slate of .Massachu- 
setts or any other state In the L'nion, 
yet with all that, Kentucky is at ths 
bottom of the list wht-n It comes tn 
the per cent of illiteracy among Its 
Inhabitants. This shows a most un- 
usual state of affairs, when this enor- 
mous sum of money Is spent every 
year for education that don't seem to 
educate. Right here In tbe state capi- 
tal nearly every week some really 
very nice looking and Intelligent look- 
ing men come Into the county clerk’a 
office to get a license to marry and 
can not sign their names In tbe mar- 
riage certiflrate book. This has led 
to the suggestion that an educational 
qualification be placed on marrlages-- 
that Is, both tbe bride and groom 
must give a practical demonstration 
that they can read and write before a 
marriage license will be Issued to 
them, provided they are under 30 
yearn of age. This, it is said, will 
cause hundreds of young people to at- 
tend school who do not now do so. 



Governor Willson has certainly 
done hlH duly along the Hue of giving 
the legislature advice about what the 
state needs and what ought to be 
done, lie sent two messages of con- 
siderable length to the solnns earlier 
in the session, and on I nursday sent 
1o a third of aruiie 30 type-written 
gage«. The following la a short syn- 
wpsis of hit recoiiimendstlons In the 
last message: 

He urges the passage of some law 
grovidlng the manner of selecting 
wiectors for president and vice presi- 
dent, as the statute la now silent on 
tkst subject. 

He reeonimeiida sn appropriation of 
fn.OOO to pay part of the expenses of 
the dedication of the Lincoln Farm 
Aaaoclation buildings and monument 
to I.oirne esunty, and $1,500 annually 
to help keep It In repair. 

He urges that some progress be 
wade in the improvement of the 
■cbool facilities and to enforce a bet- 
tor attendance of achool children. He 
•ays that sf tbe 739,000 children In 
8be state only an average of 311,000 
attend tbe achools and, therefore, half 
•f tbe $3,000,000 given annually to tbe 
•ckools Is wasted, and h« wanta some 
9nr passed to remedy this defect.

Tariff and Cost of Living. 

By all means let one or both of the 
congress Investigating committees 
show tbe relation of tbe tariff to the 
high cost of living.

That 
with a woolsn tariff, clothes are as 
cheap as they ever were.

Joined the upward procession; no 
tariff. A tariff on many cotton manu- 
factures, which have scarcely sd- 
vanesd, though raw material and labor 
havo. 

For example, that sugar la dearer 
with a tariff redtactlon than it waa 
when ths duty was higher. That, with 
a duty on bides, shoes did not go up; 
now prices of shoes ars mounting; 
frs« hides. 

Thera la plenty more. Let’s have It 
all, faithfully and officially. Then, 
perhaps, the people of tbs United 
States will understand that this coat 
of living question la a problem rather 
deeper than ths sversgs shallow pats 
that ondertakss to show us why 
•omsthlng is that Isn’t and somsthing 
lant that la.— Now York Prsaa. 



The court of appeals decided a ease 
ef vast Importsncs to the tobacco 
growers of Kentucky, snd decided It 
In favor of those who organized tbe 
pools. The decision upholds tbe con- 
stitutionality of the law known as the 
Crecellus law, which made It a mis- 
demeanor to sell pooled tobacco with- 
out the written consent of the agent 
with whom It waa pooled. Tbe Chris- 
tian circuit court held that tbe law 
was unconstitutional and that Indict- 
ments returned under It were void. 
The higher court In upholding the 
opposite, says:
